The year 1966 is now part of history 


and the City of Upland looks forward 
to 1967 and 12 months of progress 
that may produce the most significant 


changes in the community in many years, 
both thase in the past and (hose to come, 


The pattern, however, was set in 1966 
when the City Council approved a $1,- 
000,000 Civie Center bidllding proeram 
and annexed Cable Airport as part of 
the proposed recreation area and munice 
ipal golf course, The latter two proj- 
ects, coupled with the downtown revi- 
tallvation program, will see the actual 
start of a “remaking’’ of the city’s 
physical appearance, 


The latter project, promoted and de- 
veloped by the Downtown Revitalization 
Committee of the Upland Chamber of 
Commerce, will move under way in 1967 
with additional, strategically -placed, 
off-atroot parking. This will be fol- 
lowed by the Installation of a modified 
mall in the business area. Moderniza- 
tion of building fronts and rear entrances, 
plus many interior innovations in some 
businesses, will complete the program 
as the city’s downtown merchants meet 
the challenge of surrounding shopping 
centers, 


This month will also see the open- 
ing of the new fire substation on San 
Antonio Avenue between 20th and 21st 
Streets to provide adequate protection 
for the fast-growing foothill section of 
the city. 


Additional firefighters and police of- 
ficers have been added to both the 
Police and Fire Dpartments during the 
past month in anticipation of 1967's 
needs, 


Population-wise, the city now num. 
bers an estimated 30,170 residents. 


Construction in 1966, though down 
from 1966, had an estimated value of 
$4,419,274 with 638 bullding permits

There also are numerous street lm- 
provements planned, Foothill Boulevard 
will be beautified with the planting of 
low growing Juniper and Eucalyptus 
trees. New Little League and Pony 
League fields will be developed, At- 
tention will also be given the city’s 
parks with many improvements slated, 


Schoola are not being overlooked 
either. A bond issue will go before the 
voters in February asking for some 
$900,000 to rebuild and enlarge the 
present Upland Junior High School which 
has been closed as unsafe, Work will 
proceed throughout 1967 with the school 
reopening in January, 1968, Uf the bond 
issue ls passed, 


Meanwhile, 1966 saw the completion 
of some $859,804 in construction at 
Upland High School where additions in- 
cluded a new auditorium, an English 
building of 15 classrooms, and gyme- 
nasium facilities plus added shower and 
locker accommodations. 


Yes, 1966 was a busy and successful 
year for Upland but 1967 looks even 
better. It is now up to the citizens 
of our city to lend their wholehearted 
support to the projects and programs 
which lie ahead, 


Only two dark clouds appear on the 
horizon which could bring frightening 
results, These involve the loss of the 
Upland Elementary school system 
through untfication and the Upland Justice 
Court District through the absorbtion

Damage and havoc created by 
heavy rainfall in two combecte- 
tive years have focussed atten- 
tion on the West End’s flood 
control, water conservation and 
drainage facilities by county 
agencies, civic groups, and land 
developers throughout the area.

A review of existing facill- 
ties, including spreading 
grounds (or basins where water 
is collected and allowed to 
‘percolate’? into underground 
basins), run-off channels and 
the San Antonio Dam, has been 
made by this writer during the 
past two weeks. 

While the existing system of 
flood control and water consere- 
vation is impressive enough, it 
is also apparent that the pro- 
posed plan for construction of 
flood control facilities in this 
area by the federal Corps of 
Engineers is urgently needed. 

At least one civic group, the 
Cucamonga Distriet Chamber of 
Commerce, has written a letter 
to the Federal Bureau of Ri- 
vers and Harbors pleading for 
copies of the letter sent to all 
our representatives in Cone 
gress. 

The Corps of Engineers proe 
posed a federally -financed 
$34,000,000 construction pro- 
gram which would include lining 
Day, Deer and Cucamonga chane 
nels withconcrete, construction 
of bridges (which would prevent 
Serious wash-outs), andexcae 
vation and building of additional 
settling basins, particularly 
along Day and Deer Creeks east 
of Archibald Ave., Cucamonga, 

The Corps of Engineers proe 
gram is designed to benefit 
every community in the West 
End, not only in preventing 
treacherous flood conditions but 
in conserving water inunderly-

Existing facilities inthe West 
End vary from practically none 
-- as it is with the Day Creek 
area east of MillikenAve,, to the 
more sophisticated San Antonio 
Dam system of controlled rune 
off, settling basins, and emer. 
gency concrete channel, at the 
Los Angeles - San Bernardino 
county line, 

For two weeks following the 
recent heavy rainstorm, 260 
acre-feet of water per day 
were released from the San An- 
tonio Dam and diverted into 
channels leading to ‘‘spreade 
ing grounds*®’ where the water 
is still ‘‘percolating’”® into une 
derground basins, 

This system prevents excese- 
Sive run-off of valuable water. 
Last year, after a comparable 
storm, 25,000 acre-feet of wae 
ter were spread between the 
San Antonio Dam and 16th St, 
where it filtered down into the 
Claremont Heights, Cucamonga 
and ultimately, the Chino undere 
ground basins. 

An acre-foot of water is that 
amount which covers one acre 
of land one footdeep, or 325,00C 
gallons -- enough to supply a 
family of five for one year. 

Based on the projected cost 
of Feather River water, sche- 
duled to reach this area in the 
late 1970°s, more than $1,000,- 
000 worth of water was stored 
underground for the use of taxe

The Cucam mga Canyo 
tem consists of levees 
quarries where spreading 
grounds are maintained. 

And in the Cucamonga Creek 
spreading grounds, a system of 
wire-covered rock dikes, built 
during WPA days, holds the wae 
ter within the canyon for its 
gradual release into channels 
and Cucamonga Creek, SanAn- 
tonio Water Co. operates these 
spreading grounds which are 
maintained by the county Flood 
Control District. 

Behind these vast acres of 
land used for water storage and 
percolation, is a network of wa. 
ter companies, associations, 
flood control and conservation ° 
districts, each dating back many 
years when water rights were 
jealously guarded by ranchers 
whose prosperity depended on 
access and assurance of ar 
abundance of water. 

A story has been told that 
one old rancher adviseda young 
man that he would be better off 
to trade wives with another , 
farmer than to trade his water 
rights, 

Today it is clear that with- * 
out the efforts of conserving 
our local water supplies, resi- 
dents of the West End will be 
forced to accept and purchase 
at a high price inferior water 
from the state, 

The original system for cate 
ching runeoff waters into a 
series of basins, placed atgrae 
dual lowering levels as_ the 
water flows downhill from the 
mountains, dates back to Mr. 
R,. V. Ward, now deceased, His 
original design for the series 
of basins and channels below 
the San Antonio Dam is now 
operated and maintained by the 
Pomona Valley Protective As- 
sociation -- a group of some 25 
different mutual and city water 
companies. 

The first diversion of rune 
off water was made when the 
people of the Palomares 
Adobe, now a national monue 
ment in Pomona, dug a ditch 





to their land from the downe * 


hill stream out of San Antonio 
canyon. These primary water 
rights still stand, and were the 
beginning of the whole diversion 
system in the West End. 

The Palomares water rights 
insure that area a continuous 
flow of 312 cubic inches. 

Today, gravel pits are being 
dug to hold more water than the 
San Antonio Dam, and are being 
allowed with the understanding 
that the pits can be usedfor wae 
ter storage in times of heavy 
rainfall. 

Probably this area, more than 
any other anywhere, is blessed 
with a rock, gravel and sand 
type of terrain which allows 
water to percolate faster than 
any other type. 

The natural soil compostion, 
the efficient system of 
vation and preventive flooding 
measures are some protection 
against the threat
